fihall  a  Bright  Star  arile,  whole  Voice  and  li^ikt  flialf 
make  the  Heathen  to  quake,  and  knock  under  with  fub- 
miffion  to  the  GOSPEL  of  JESUS  :  he  fhall  be  as  a, found  of 
Thunder  in  the  ears  of  the  wicked,  and  as  a-  LANTERN 
to  the  JEWS,  to  lead  them  to  the  knowledge  of  JESUS, 
the  oniv  SON  of  GOD  and  true  MESSIAH,  vvlioin  they  lo 
long  mijfrufted  ;  forthe  fnort  work  Ipoken  of  by  the  Apos. 
tie,  which  the  LORD  is  to  make  upon  the  Earth  in  the  lat¬ 
ter  Age  of  the  World,  cannot  be  far  off. 

Obferve,  my  Dear  friends,  while  you  live,  my  calculation 
of  the  dates  in  the  Book  of  the  Revelation,  and  in  Daniel, 
which  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  led  me  into  ;  for  the  Lord  will 
reveal  it  to  fome  of  his  own  e’er  that  time  comes  ;  for  the 
nearer  the  time  is,  the  Seals  will  be  taken  away,  and  mor0 
and  more  will  he  revealed  to  God’s  people.

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great  impurities,  fhall  come  to  light ;  for  the  Scriptures  fliall 
difcover  thy  fpiritual  fornication,

But  in  a  fhort  timQ  Elias  and  Daniel  will  awake  from  their 
ileep,  and  John  alfo  will  come  forth.  Kotterus  faid,  will 
Elias,  and  Daijjel,  and  John  come  again  ?  Will  they  be 
raifed  from  the  d^ad  ?  hlie  Angels  anfwered,  It  is  not 
carnally  to  be  underftood  fo,  as  if  they  would  rife  from  the

THE  VISIONS  OF  CHRISTINA  PONIATONiA, 

June  2gd,  1638. 

The  Lord  laid  to  me  agairi,  look  about  you  with  dili¬ 
gence  :  And  I  beheld  two  very  great  perfcnages  coming 
haftily,  the  one  from  the  Eaft  and  the  other  from  the  Norths 
who  grapling  with  the  Emperor  and  the  Pope^  did  over¬ 
throw  them  with  fo  much  force  that  the  Earth  trembled  at 
their  fall ;  and  they  tore  in  pieces  the  Thrones  on  which  they 
iat,  fo  that  they  flew  into  little  fplinters  *,  but  they  rolling 
in  the  dull:  did  bellow  out  their  complaints  like  two  Bulls, 
crying  out.  Righteous  art  thou  0  Lord,  for  thou  haji  rewarded  us 
according  to  our  works. 

The  Lord  faid  to  me,  look  again,  and  thou  fhall  fee 
what  thy  eyes  have  long  defired  to  behold  :  and  imme¬ 
diately  1  dilcovered  the  Prince  that  made  profelTion  of  the 
Gofpel  of  Chrifl;  /'meaning  the  Revealed  Prince  of  the  He- 
brews  at  this  time )  in  whom  his  Progenitors  ( meaning  David, 
Solomon,  ZeruhaheP  &c.)  did  feem  to  be  alive  again  ;  at  which 
light  I  v/as  affected  with  much  joy,  and  faid,  Thou  art  the 
Olive  tree  flourifhing  in  the  fight  of  God  And  the  Lord  faid 
to  him,  come  forth  out  of  duft  and  dz.v'kne.k,  meaning,  Rife  up 
from  poverty ,  and  come' forth  from  concealment)  for  I  have 
beheld  the  humiliation  of  my  people  ;  ( meaning  the  Hebrews) 
I  have  obferved  their  fighs,  I  have  heard  their  prayers,  and 
the  bending  of  their  knees  have  been  acceptable  tome. 
But  the  Prince  falling  prollrate  on  his  face  faid,  O  Lord 
Jehovah',  Great  and  Righteous,  from  thee  proceeds  all 
honour,  and  wifdom?  ^nd  Glory  j  I  am  thy  fervant,  bleffed 
be  the  Lord  God  of  Ifrael. 

Vifion  on  February  the  c)th,  1682. 

After  thefe  things  1  beheld  another  man  with  a  trumpet 
in  his  hand,  who  turning  towards  the  North  did  found  it  with 
fo  much  vigour,  that  the  fkies  rung  again  with  the  voice 
thereof,  I  alked  the  Ansrel  who  came  to  me  with  a  book 
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in  Kis  hand,  who  it  was,  and  why  he  founded  his  tiumpe 
fo  loudly?

And  after  a  longfilence,  the  Lord  faid  to  me  again,  all 
my  words  fhall  be  fulfilled,  that  it  may  be  manifefl  to  all, 
that  1  am  he  who  fpeak  and  do,  who  will  confound  the  coun¬ 
cils  of  my  enemies,  and  will  remove  that  half  dead  perfon 
from  his  Throne,  [It  alludes  to  Louis  xvi.  late  king  of  France) 
by  eleffing  to  me  that  chofen  veflel,  the  King  of  France: 
[T/jis  chofen  Vejfel,  this  King  of  France,  means  the  revealed 
Prince  of  the  Hebrews  ;  W  ho,  although  France  is  an  ejiablifhed 
Republic,  and  zoill  coritinue  fo,  yet  fhe  will  CALL  this  man 
her  King,  Flanders,  Germany,  Flolland,  and  Spain,  will 
alfo.  Italy,  with  extended  arms  and  Mfceping  eyes,  will  ’ 
befeech  him  to  receive  her  under  his  government.  The 
King  of  England,  grieved-— fick — dejefted — and  dying,  will 
come  bending  low  down  to  the  ground  to  implore  him 
to  fpare  his  life  while  the  Parliament  and  People,  trem¬ 
bling  for  fear  of  Fire  from  above — and  opening  of  the  Earth 
beneath,  ivilL  implore  him  to  accept  their  Crown  and  Govern¬ 
ment)  for  whom,  Germany  shall  cry  out,  Long  live,  long 
live,  long  live  the  King  of  France.  Which,  as  foon  as  it  fhall 
be  done  by  my  command^  who  am  KING  of  Kings,  and  LOPi.D 
of  Lords;  and  whofe  name  is  IMMORTALITY,  your  former 
Liberties  fhall  be  leftored  to  you  throughout  ALL  THE 
WORLD,  O  you  Worfhippers  of  ME. 

A  VISION  OF  JOHN  LACEY,  with  some  of  his  Prophetical 
Warnings,  relative  to  the  prefent  time  of  the  World,  the 
Refforation  of  the  Jews,  and  the  calamities  that  will  after¬ 
wards  ensue. - 30th,  1 707. 


The  Sun  is  rifen  upon  the  Earth,  attended  with  fome, 
fome  few  clouds  which  interrupt  its  rays,  though  yet 
vifible.  Darknefs  of  horror  fpreads  over  the  world  of  the 
ungodly  ;  my  people  had  need  to  fpeed  away  from  among 
them,  left  they  partake  with  them.

Behold  my 
eandering  fcattered  Flock  {^meaning  the  Jews)  fhall  be  re- 
eived  into  my  Park  Incloiure,  [meaning  the  Land  of  IJrael,) 
Eey  fhall  run  from  all  parts  into  it;  ay,  run,  run  without  the 
hepherds  driving;  and  w'hen  they  are  received  and  Sealed, 
hen  follows  thefevereft  Horror  that  ever  the  Earth  knew, 
he  Flood  of  waters  was  not  fo  dreadful  ;  that  terror  was 
•'f  one  kind,  but  this  ftiall  be  of  many''’"^'^  Eire  from

above,  and  Fog  from  beneath  :  both  mixed,  fire  and  fmobe. 
Armies,  minifters  of  my  will.  Fruitful  cultivated  Land 
turned  into  a  Wildernefs.  All  the  works  of  Man,  in  fome 
Countries,  quite  burnt  up.  I’ll  take  my  People  within  a 
Barrier,  now  round  the  Mount,  the  Mount  where  I  appear, 
and  all  that  are  without  fliall  feel  the  Terror. 

Junt  thz  2?>th,  1707.  But  I  will  furely  vilit  this  finful 
Land,  fvuaning  England J  Oh!  Oh  fulnefs  of  Bread  and 
Idlenefs !  Oh!  unrighteoufneGj  in  Judgment  1  Oh!  Seats  of 
Injuftice  !  Councils  without  knowledge  of  me  !  Oh  !  Uuni- 
verfal  hypocnfy  !  Oh !  Politicks  without  any  mixture  of 
Religion!  Blafphemies  and  Oaths — Oh!  Even  taught.  Oh! 
^Chere  is  the  Authority  ufed  for  me! 

Tmfday  Augufi  the  \zth.  No  wonder,  while  men  conclude 
that  thou  speakeft  of  thyfelf,  they  difdain  to  obierve.  They 
put  the  talk  very  hard  upon  me^  to  prove  that  thou  haft  not 
ipoken  o.£  thyfelf.  I  have  declared  to  them,  that  I  will 
fp eak  to  this  Citv,  fmeardng  LondmiJ  with  another  voice, 
even  Thunder,  in  a  very  litije  time.  They  know  not  what 
to  make  of  the  words^  kitls  fpeedily.,  jhor-tly.y  fuddenly, 
■•Don.  They  would  haim  me  define  the  day  always.  It  may 
be  keen  I  did  not  always,  far  from  that,  dehne  the  time^, 
in  the  Prophecies  of  my  ancient  Servants*  Yet  thole  Pre- 
dicUons  earned  in  them  my  Authority,  and  were  fulfilled 
loon  enough,  forthofe  that  futlered  under  them.

X\-  read  and  conlider  it,  that  I  utter  this  Prophecy 
to  you  as  a  Meffenger  of  God  :  who  is  the  holy  and  the 
true,  the  (bong  and  Almighty  God.  And  his  Law  is  in  me 
as  a  fire;  and  the  Word  of  his  mouth  as  the  roaring  of 
the  Waters.  Therefore  I  mufl:  fpaak  and  declare  what  I  have 
heard,  and  what  the  Lord  has  commanded  me.  For  he  drives 
me  to  Ipeak,  and  to  write,  all  that  he  has  commanded  me  ; 
and  fays,  without  delay,  Make  hajte^  make  hafie  and  tarry 
not :  for  the  judgment  is  at  hand,  and  my  wrath  is  kindled 
gainji  the  ungodly,  as  a  confuming  Jlame  of  dire. 

Page  5,  Therefore  woe,  woe,  woe  unto  thee,  Thou  drun¬ 
ken  Chriflendom,  Now  no  longer  a  Chriftendom,  but  a, 
Tabylon  ;  and  blood  thirfty  Egypt,  where  my  dearell  Son  is 
crucified.  Woe  unto  thee  Chriftendom  I  What  will  thorn 
anfwer,  and  what  will  thou  do  in  the  day  of  my  dreadful 
Judgment?  It  is  time  that  I  come  to  fit  and  bring  thee  to 
thy  Trial.  1  muft  difeover  thy  fhame,  and  thou  muil 
fuffer  punifhment  for  thy  wickednefs. 

Page  12.  But,  woe  unto  iUcq  BabeL  and  thy  Kings,  I  will 
caft  them  down,  favs  the  LORD  GOD,  into  the  duft  with 
thee,  thou  entangled,  confoundedil^z^y/cTZ,  that  firelters  thy- 
felf  in  the  Clifts  of  the  Rocks,  and  hides  thyfelf  in  the  Eartfe 
from  my  great  and  high  Majefty  :  for  thou  fhall  eat  Earth 
as  an  Otter,  and  lick  the  dull  as  a  Serpent  ;  for  1  have 
broken  thy  ^tool  upon  my  Earth,  and  quite  beaten  down  thy 
power  and  violence  to  the  ground  in  the  world.  But  SION 
I  will  build  up,  and  carry  her  walls  high,  and.  1  wriil  efta- 
blifii  her  fjerujadem,  a  City  of  Peace,  and  ftic  alone  fhall  {hiziit 
forth  upon  my  Earth!  Fori  will  build  up  Jerufalem  with 
holy  ftones,  and  will  myfelf  become  a  wall  of  fire  round 
about  her,  and  fhe  jfhall  be  called  My  City  of  Peace,  Jeho¬ 
vah,  the  City  of  the  Lord.  For  1  will  be  a  King  over  my 
people  for  ever  :  and  my  Kingdom  fhall  not  defeend  to  ano¬ 
ther  people.  And  no  Bead  fhall  any  more  rule  over  my 
chofen  ones  in  my  world  for  a  long  time  :  for  I  will  root  out 
all  the  ungodly,  and  ftrangle  them  with  the  Sword  of  mv 
mouth. 

I  am  God  and  none  but  I., — And  my  Son  whom  I  zoiil 
cull  out  oj-  Babel  and  Egypt,  (meaning  London  and  Eng¬ 
land)  to  him  I  will  fend  the  SCEPTER  from  SION,  that 
he  may  rule  over  my  People  ISRAEL,  whom  I  have 
called  after  the  fpirit  from  among  all  Heathens,  Tongues, 
and  Languages  :  and  my  Son  fliali  rule  over  my  Chriften- 
dom,  and  over  all  Fleathens  with  his  Iron  Scepter,  as  a 
King  of  Righteoulnefs ;  and  all  my  Sons  and  Daughters 
which  he  fliall  beget  to  me  by  the  Spirit^  fhall  with  ME 
fit  upon  my  ROY  aL  SEAT,  and  he  fliall  make  them  Prin. 
CCS  m  the  whole  World — from  Generation  to  Geneifetion. 
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This  SON^  means  myfelf  :  SION  Jerufalem* 

Page  26.  For  my  Solitary  one  that  formerly  was  a  mdom 
fliall  now  inherit  my  Holy  Hill  :  and  I  will  give  her  a  SON 
that  fliall  defend  her  as  a  Man. 

The  WIDOW  means  Jerufalem  *  tlie  SON  myfelf. 

Page  29.  The  one  Sun  means  the  Law  through  Mofes 
for  the  Jews  alone  in  the  Land  of  Ifraei,  which  forms  now 
a  part  of  the  Turkidi  Empire,  and  is  the  Golden  Altar  ac¬ 
companying  the  blefled  Gofpel.  The  larger  Sun^  towards 
the  North  and  in  the  Roman  Kingdom,  means  inyfelf,  giv¬ 
ing  Law  under  the'.  Government  of  the  Gofpel  to  all  nations, 

1  am  now  in  the  North,  and  England  is  a  part  of  that  Ro>" 
man  Kingdom,  alluded  to  in  the  Vifion. 

Page  30.  Moreover,  it  flra’l  yet  be  hidden,  what  here¬ 
after  fliall  appear  under  the  lajl  Gover7ime?2t  of  the  fairest 
Sun. 

Page  46.  And  I  heard  a  great  voice  in  the  night  feafon 
upon  rny  bed,  fpeaking  to  me,  which  faid,  There  fhall 
a  Hen,  ipread  forth  her  wings  far,  and  cover  an  Egg  and 
Hatch  it  ;  and  thence  fhall  arile  to  me  King  Gharles  : 
and  ke  fiall  utter  that  Jtrong  joyjul  Thunder  Voice,  and  fhall 
he.  my  hrit  fruitful  Thunder  voice  on  the  whole  earth. 
V/h  en  I  had  heard  that,  I  was  exceeding  joyful,  andpraif- 
ed  the  great  King  and  Creator  of  Fleaven  and  Earth  with  pow. 
er  and  thankfgiving  to  his  great  and  holy  name,  that  he 
had  now  given  to  his  FORSAKEN  ONE,  that  had  hither¬ 
to  fat  as  a  Sorrowful  Widow,  [  Cleaning  Jeriif&lem,)  a  SON, 
which  w^ould  be  born  from  her  hoc  burning  love  to  the  SpD 
ritual  World,  Avho  fliall  with  Jov  and  Gladnefs,  comfort  his 
MOURNING  MOTLIER.  For  he  fhall  espoufe  the  Caufe 
of  mv  ELECT  as  a  Son.  and  be  as  my  Servant  David. 
a  Man  after  my  own  heart,  to  ail  my  Children,  Says  the 
LORD  GOD. 

The  King  Charles  mentioned  hen,  alludes  to  myfelf  ; 
the  Son  means  myself  alfo. 

Page  59,  Their  Shepherd  Mofes,  and  my  Servant  David, 
(meaning,  as  a  Prophet  their  Leader,  the  fame  as  Mofes  ;  as 
a  Prince,  their  Governor  the  fame  as  David:  both  names, 
that  of  Prophet  and  Prince,  are  given  from  God  to 
one  man,)  fhall  lead  up  the  HOST  OF  TLIE  SAINTS, 
and  March  before  them  as  in  the  days  of  old. 

Page  6i.  M' hen  he  had  laid  this,  he  Ihewed  me  a  Great 
Fiery  Furnace  in  which  his  People  lay,  And  he  (meanin 
the  Lord)  brought  them  for.h  with  great  powmr  by 
mighty  Man  of  valour  without  the  leait  hurt  by  the  Fire, 
as  Shadiach,  Melhach,  and  Abednesjo.

Pao.e  73.  Thus  favs  the  Lord  God  concerning  his  Servant 
Charles  (meaning  rnYfelf,)  wl’Om  he  has,  annolnted  to  he 
Ring  over  his  People  ;  I  will  make  all  that  are  under  the 
I'leavens  fuhjefl:  to  him,  both  Men  and  Reads  ;  and  he  fliall 
be  Lord  over  them,  and  he  flrall  Reign  over  man  as  a  Land 
Shepherd,  as  my  Servant  David  ;  for  I  will  make  all  that  is

Page  78,  Rejoice  ve  then  now,  ye  Righteous  opes  !  For  it 
is  God  that  has  filled  and  bleffed  you  with  all  blefiings  ; 
and  he  has  executed  the  Judgment  of  all  his  fervants,  the 
Prophets  and  rVpodles,  upon  ihe  great  Whore,  and  has  aven¬ 
ged  the  blood  of  all  the  faithful  witnclTes  of  Jesus  Chrifl 
by  a  dreadful  Judgment.  She  is  fallen,  and  trod  down  by 
the  mighty  God  :  her  violence  and  pride  is  humbled,  and 
cad  down  to  the  ground  ;  her  blood  is  cad  to  the  Dogs,  and 
the  great  Jezebel  is  devoured;  her  I. and  is  become  an  Ever- 
lading  Wildernefs,  a  heritage  for  all  wild  beads,  and  hate¬

(waning  jzru^^ahm'.)  this  BRAKCH  fiiall  be 
I'natchad  up  from  out  of  the  wSdJl  o^  Thee,  (meaning  London) 
into  the  very  PARADISE  of  the  Spiritual  Heaven  (meaning 
eit  Jtrufaltm)  which  fhall  be  fhewn  among  the  Cliiidren  of 
snen  upon  the  new  heavenly  Earth; 

After  this  fpirituai  Afcenlion,  GOD,  will  fend  thee  a 
great  Spiritual  Sun  Darknefs,  or  Eclipfe^  throughout  the  whole 
Ifomari  Empiie,  that  thou  fhall  run  from  City  to  City,  and 
from  Sea  to  Sea,  to  feek  thy  Gofpel  fun  and  fhall  not  find  it.

witnefs.  And  Though  thou  fhould  in  that  day  cry  unto 
God,  yet  he  will  not  hear  thee :  for  he  will  fhut  up  his 
Heaven  with  Seven  Iron  Gates,  and  Seven  Locks;  and 
beiides  flop  his  Eiars,  that  no  prayer  on  your  behalf  Ihall 
within  THREE  YEARS  AND  A  HALF,  have  admittance 
to  him  :  but  he  will  rejefl  vou  with  all  your  prayers,  if  you 
refufe  tohcar  him  now  while  he  calls  on  you.

God  has  required  of  me  to  write  it  to  you  ;  Thou  muft  abfo- 
lutely  forfake  the  Whore,  (meaning  all  Europe — or  the  Country 
called  Chrijlendorninits  prefent  condition J  and  go  along  with  the 
Virgins  :  (meaning  with  the  (Jews  to  Jerufalem J  therefore  clean 
hy  heart  from  all  hypocrify  ;  forfake  the  liift,  the  honour, 
and  the  pomp  of  the  World;  for,  believe  me,  they  are  ful¬ 
filled  ;  your  Judgment  is  at  the  door,  very  nigh,  believe  me^
